The Senate has received a communication from 
the Secretary of the Treasury arguing against the 
transfer of the revenue marine to the Navy Depart- 
ment. He says: “Iam clearly of opinion that such 
transfer would be inexpedient and unwise. Revenue 
marive officers are engaged on water, a8 are cus- 
toms officers on land, in detecting and preventing 
fraud on the revenue. The entire service, except 
in ease of war when revenue marine vessels may 
assigned to naval duties, is under the direction of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and this exceptional 
and possible service in my opinion affords no ade- 
quate reason for the transfer. The department 
which collects the major portion of the revenue for 
support of the Government should have compiete 
and undoubted control of the instrumentalities for 
its collection.” At the same time Secretaty Foster 
recomwends that provision be made for retiring 
officers of the revenue marine service when in- 
canpacitated for active duty. 

The House Military Committee skipped its usual 
meeting on Tuesday owing to the absence from the 
city of a number of its members. 

Beyond a decision to hear testimony pro and con 
in the Revenue Transfer bill and tbe adoption of 
a favorable report on the bill to terminate the re- 
duction on the Engineer Corps nothing was done by 
the House Nava! Committee this week. The Sub- 
Committee on the Naval Appropriation bill has 
been at work on that measure. However, that is as 
far as hearing testimony in explanation of estimates 
is copcerned. Little progress has been made in the 
actual preparation of the bill. 

The proposition to extend the system of lineal 
promotion to lst lieutenants of the line of the 
Army has become a matter of the first importance, 
in the way of military legislation, since the passage 
by the House of the Outhwaite bill. Prior to this 
action offivers gave no special attention to the pend- 
ing measures on this subject, believing that the

No. 34. Par. 238. “H. K“ asks if the 4th command 
should not follow as No. 6,the same as in turning 
par. 141.. The command for the guide is given so 
that the men who should be on the line marching at 
the short step will know which way to dress: the 
commands forward, march, are not given till all ar- 
rive on the line. See Par. 141, eleventh line. 

No. 35. “W. A. B.’’ is referred to answers published 
on Jan. 30, for reply to his question as to what forms 
a regiment under the new Regulations. 

No. 36. “A correspondent” asks the positions of col- 
onel, staff and non-com. staff under various circum- 
stances. 

Colonel and staff, marching in column, band be- 
ing present: For route marches see Par. 369. In 
evolutions of the regiment, the colonel goes where- 
ever his presence is necessary, his staff accompany- 
ing him. For street parades, the formation of the 
column is usually the same as forregimental review. 
See Pars. 697-702. Fur position of colonel see last 
clause Par. 698; for staff, Pars. 369 and 698. Non- 
commissioned staff, regimental—For route marches, 
see Par. 369. Marching in review, six paces in rear 
of the band, in one line covering front of column, 
arranged in order of rank from right to left, ser- 
geant-major on the right.

214, forming column of twos from col- 
umn of fours; note the uses of the movement stated 
at the beginning of the paragraph. While a column 
of fours might be halted at the entrance toa defile, 
it would not be done as arule; but if it were, col- 
umn of twos from fonrs at a halt would be, under 
par. 4, allowable.

en. Bell was graduated at the Military Academy 
at West Point, on July 1, 1853, and among his olass- 
ma’ were Gens.

Sobofield, P. H. Sheridan, Wm. R. Terrill, John B. 
Hood, R. O. Tyler, ete. 

_Gen. Bell entered the service as brevet 2d lieuten- 
ant of artillery, and was successively promoted to 
the rank of 2d and list lieutenant, and was sel- 
ected for and offered the rank of captain of infan- 
try, but declined this, preferring service in his own 
arm, the ty yes 

On August 3, 1861, he was appointed captain and 
commissary of subsistence, U. 8. A., and by regular 
promotion became major, lieutepant-colonel, col- 
onel and assistant commissary-general of subsis- 
tence, receiving also, during the War of the Rebel- 
lion the brevets of major, lieutenant-colonel, col- 
onel and brigadier-general for his distinguished 
services during the war. 

His energy, zeal and great ability were recognized 
by the authorities, and he was conspicuous for his 
success particularly in the location and manage- 
ment of the great depots of supply of the Subsis- 
tence Department, established at the bases, for the 
Army of the Potomac during its campaigns and 
movements.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


TueE N. Y. Tribune says: * The preparation to put 
the double-turreted monitor Miantonomoh and the 
steel-clad coast-defence monitor Monterey and the 
other low freeboard v into fighting condition 
awakened an interest in those vessels, 1nd many a 
naval expert who has visited the Miantonomoh and 
the Puritan, the Terror and the cheese-box monitor 
Nantucket, at the Navy-yard, realized and admitted 
that they have advantages which the high-side bat- 
tleships have not. It was demonstrated in the Civil 
War, and it is now admitted, that the United States 
Navy possesses in these low-lying unmasted craft 
vessels of war which may easily escape being de- 
tected until they are within a short distance of the 
object of attack.”’ 


ANOTHER of the four colliers that were recentl 
despatched to the Pacific by this Government in 
expectation of war with Chili bas been heard from 
and intercepted at Teneriffe, where it arrived Feb. 
18. This collier coaled up at Cardiff. and Teneriffe 
was its first stopping place on its journey from 
English to Chilian waters. Its cargo will be dis- 
charged and sold there under an arrangement be- 
tween the Government and the contractor. This 
makes three colliers that have been intercepted in 
the interest of economy, and the fourth is expected 
daily at Montevideo, where there ‘are orders for the 
discharge of its cargo and its immediate return to 
the United States. The news ofthe arrival! of the 
third collier at Teneriffe was received with gratifi- 
cation at the Navy Department, where some anxiety 
was felt concerning the vessel, as it had been out a 
tones a: and was considerably overdue.—N. Y.

Tue Commercial Bulletin of Boston says: ‘The 
demands made upon the American Ship Windlass 
Co., Providence, increase so regularly that they are 
obliged to enlarge their facilities almost yearly. The 
latest addition is a solidly constructed shop 112x64 
feet, which will be used for erecting heavy work. 
Tt is supplied with a 20-ton electric overhead trav- 
elling crane, the power being furnished by the 
Thomson-Houston system. There is a 72-inch engine 
lathe 30 feet long, and a 7-foot radial drill, but there 
is very little machiaery in the room. The floor is 
specially solid, the timbers being placed on a con- 
crete bed, and on 3-inch boards is Jaid a flooring of 
14-inch rock maple, making a splendid surface. 
Tne building 1s heated by the Sturtevant blower 
system, is well lighted throughout, and is complete 
in all its appointments. This company is now mak- 
ing 15 windlasses for various cities on the lakes, as 
well as for the New York avd ‘No. 12” and “ No, 
13,” now being constructed by Cramp and Sons; the 
second named is planned to be the fastest war vessel 
afloat. They are also making windlasses for the 
battleships Massachusetts and Indiana, and for the 
United States monitor Amphitrite. Thirty-two of 
the 184 pages of their fine catalogue just issued is 
devoted to an enumeration of the ships, yachts, 
ete., using their windlasses. The book contains a 
large fund of information of interest to ship owners 
and builders. For twenty years Cramp and Sons 
bave used no other work, and for nearly the same 
period the remark is true of the Morgan lron 
Works. They have work enough on hand to last 
them in the neighborhood of six munths, notwith- 
standing the enlargemeut of their facilities.” 


THE official investigation as to the causes of the 
recent breakdown of the Baltimore's condensin 
apparatus indicates that the impact of water mix 
with mud and grit inst the outer surfaces of the 
condenser tubes ually wore away the soft outer 
tin and lead coating at certain points, thereby 
exposing the copper composition metal, and setting 
up a strong galvanic current between the tubes thus 
exposed and the adjacent tubes, which as yet 
suffered no abrasion. This current, long continued, 
would result in wearing away and puncturing the 
exposed surfaces. As the accident itself was singu- 
lar and mysterious so will the report thereon pos- 
sess an unusual degree of curious interest, for 
many features of the case have been found to be 
without precedent or parallel. The Baltimore's 
condensing apparatus is an English machine, wnoich 
was adopted somewhat experimentally on the Bal- 
timore only, all the rest of our large-naval vessels 
being supplied with American condensers, which 
work on 8 Gone opposite principle. In the 
American condensers the cold water runs through 
the small condensing pipes and the space surround- 
ing them within the bex is filled with steam, while in 
the Baltimore's condensers the steam coursed 
through the pipes and the cold water rushed into 
the space surrounding them. The cost of replacing 
the apparatus has been fully $12,600. The same ap- 

tus has been reintroduced in the Baltimore, 

ut zinc rods have been placed in the new condenser. 

the hope that hereafter the galvanic current will 

attac'r the zinc, as being the weaker metal, and thus 
be diverted from the copper pipes,

THE SOLAROMETER. 


Tue solarometer is the invention of Lieat. Wm. 
H. Beebler, U. S. N.. who thus describes it: “* The 
solarometer 1s an instrument to measure with the 
sun, and is constructed upon the scientific prin- 
ciples of nautical astronomy. [t facilitates observa- 
tions of celestial bodies, and obviates the use of 
logarithms and elaborate calculations to solve prob- 
lems in navigation. It enables observations to be 
made at any time of day or night when any celes- 
tial bodies are visible. its use is entirely independ- 
ent of the visibility of the sea horizon. It indicates 
the local apparent time or observer’s longitude, ob- 
server’s latitude, and the compass error at the in- 
stant any celestial body is observed by ite use, It 
can be used for rating chronometers, especially 
when; the latitude and longitude are accurately 
known. The facility with which it can be used and 
the avcuracy of its indications constitute a reliable 
indicator of a vessel’s speed at sea for any interval 
of time between observations. The solarometer 
must be used with a nautical almanac, a chrono- 
meter, and a book of azimuth tables. The chrono- 
meter must be regulated for Greenwich mean time, 
which must be converted into Greenwich apparent 
time by applying the equation of time as given in 
the nautical almanac. The book of azimuth tables 
is a volume giving the true bearing of celestial 
bodies for every ten minutes of local apparent time, 
for every degree of latitude from the equator to 70 
deg. of latitude north and south, and for every de- 
owe of declination from zero to 90 deg. north and 
south.’

GOVERNMENT COMPETITION WITH TRADE. 

A WRITER, “ Parlementaire,” in the London 
Times, is making a savage attack upon the govern- 
ment ordnance factories on the ground of their in- 
terference with private trade. ‘‘The relations,” 
he says, ‘‘ between the tradejand the Government 
manufacturers have been for the last few years 
growing more and more unsatisfactory, and are now 
highly strained. The great centres—or what used 
to be the great centres—of Government work, as 
Birmingham, Sheffield, Leeds, and New Castle, are 
strangely embittered against the Goverament, and 
are loud and open in their complaints, so that it is 
even said the votes in these districts may be ser- 
iously affected in the forthcoming elections. The 
complainants declare that the Government estab- 
lishments have become the fierce rivals of the pri- 
vate traders, and stop at scarcely any means which 
may tend to raise their own position and depress 
that of their competitors.” Dr. Anderson, Direc- 
tor-General of Ordnance Factories, is asserted to be 
carrying out unwillingly a system that is distaste- 
ful to him. He believes that the government should 
provide means for the production of every kind of 
warlike stores, but should so limit its production 
as to offer due encouragement to private manufac- 
turers of raw material. ‘‘ Engineering,” in an 
article on this subject, asserts that private manu- 
facturers in England have been encouraged to ex- 
pend large sums on plants to meet government 
orders, and then forced to see their machinery 
rusting for want of use because the Government 
officials had taken unfair advantage of their skill 
and knowledge. ‘‘ Parlementaire” declares that 
no respect is paid to the rights of patentees. ‘‘Gov- 
ernment manufacturers habitually—it has come to 
that—possess themselves of the ideas of private 
manufacturers in the matter of machines and in- 
ventions. They either adopt them in the Govern- 
ment factories without license, or make use of them 
to bring prices down, by embodying them in tenders 
issued to rival traders. The complaint is that this 
course is pursued so regularly that private manu- 
facturers must keep up a constant system of es- 
pionage in government work:, lest even their pa- 
tented inventions should be so treated.” 

To this “Engineering” adds the following : ‘‘We 
are also told of whole groups of machines now at 
work in Woolwich Arsenal which have been obtain- 
ed in this surreptitious way. It is not only in Wool- 
wich Arsenal that such practiees exist. Oases are 
not unknown—perhaps, if the whole truth were re- 
vealed, we might say are quite common—in which 
the drawings of one firm have been submitted to 
another competing house. We have in mind a case 
in which a most elaborate setof working drawings 
were sent off in this way en masse. It is needless 
to point out how this kind of sharp practice works 
for ill. It isa natural disgrace and a national 
misfortune. Already some of the best contracting 
firms are beginning to look with contempt on gov- 
ernment work. At one time there was no more 
prized distinction for contractors than to be able to 
put on their stationery ‘contractors to the Admi- 
ralty,’ or contractors to any of the government de- 
partments, but this is passing away.” 

The “Engineer,” on the contrary, as the result of 
its investigation into the present condition of the 
government ‘factories, specifically denies the state- 
ments of ‘“‘Parlementaire.” However this may be, 
there is force in the suggestion of Engineering 
‘that nothing can prove more calamitous than a 
course of cenduct which will destroy the confidence 
of the manufacturing firms ofthe country. It de- 
stroys the power of expansion in times of pressure 
due to our unrivalled manufacturing industries. 
Perhaps more serious ill will be the drying upof 
the inventive talent of private individuals which is 
the source of nearly all improvements in war ma- 


teriel.” 


WnuuasM B. Ourtis, Chief of the Bureau of 
American Republics, furnishes to the North Ameri- 
can Review for March an article or our Commercial 
Relations with Chili, which confirms what we re- 
cently said in the article on ‘‘Commercial England.” 
Three-fourths of Chilian exports, it appears, go to 
England, while our commerce with Chili is very 
limited, the business being almost entirely confined 
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York. England's total trade, imports and exports, ig 
$76,000,000 ; ours $6,000,000. A Chilian merchant 
seldom comes to the United States, and Chilian tour- 
ists pass us by, although the fine steamers that sail 
between Valparaiso and England are usually 
crowded with passengers. There are few American 
families in Chili and American influence in social 
and commercial circles is small as compared with 
that of England, which controls and almost mon- 
opolizes the foreign commerce of Ohili. British 
subjects are numerous and prominent in the mem- 
bership of her boards of trade, stock exchanges, 
and other commercial organizations. The cities 
along the coast, from Valparaiso northward, for 
more than a thousand miles, are largely populated 
by English subjects, and should they be attacked 
in case of war England would suffer more than 
Chili. Mr. Ourtis sees no hope of greatly increas 

ing our commerce with Chili, her productions being 
better adapted for the European market. Con- 
cerning the character of the population, he says : 
‘* The mercantile element of the country are gener- 
ally foreigners. The professional men, the politi- 
cians, the officers of the army and navy, the di- 
rectors of large institutions and establishments, the 
managers of estates, and the owners of mines are 
netives. The national pride and patriotism are in- 
tense, and are found to an even greater degree 
among the women than among the men. Noone 
who has not studied the social and political condi- 
tions of the country upon the ground can appre- 
ciate the ardor with which a citizenof Chili will 
maintain what he conceives to be the honor and 
integrity of his nation; and in a contest with a 
foreign power the people would sacrifice every- 
thing rather than submit to interference or sub- 
jugation. The native race of Chili was never over- 
eome. and ti has been strengthened rather than 
diluted by mizing with the best stock of Spain.” 








REORGANIZATION OF THE ARTILLERY AND 
INFANTRY. 


In reporting the consolidated bill to reorganize 
the artillery and infantry of the Army the Senate 
Military Committee refers to the propositions 
before the previous Oongress to reorganize the ar- 
tillery into seven regiments. It explains the reasons 
for providing the artillery with a war complement 
of lieutenants when one great war had just ter. 
minated and another was anticipated with a Euro- 
pean coaltion. They say they are not needed in 
time of peace, and in war they can be readily 
added ; but the necessity of providing for merito- 
rious Officers who had served through the war was 
so great that the extra ist lieutenants were pro- 
vided in the artillery.in order to give them places ; 
and the organization, once established, had to be 
continued in spite of the evident disadvantages. 
The present bill restores equality of promotion 
without increased expense to the Government, and 
with greatly increased efficiency of service. 

They quote from various authorities as to the 
need of increase in the artillery, and show that it 
is a matter of national necessity for defence, and 
that the efficiency of the arm itself demands a re- 
organization which will give a reasonable chance of 
promotion from lieutenant to captain. Ooncern- 
ing the skeletonizing of infantry companies the 
Committee say: ‘There has been in Army circles 
questions as to the advisability and even of the 
legality of this action. If defence or excuse is 
needed for it it ean be found in the evident desire 
to accomplish by orders from the Executive De- 
partment the desirable result that for many years 
has sought to be accomplished by the legislative— 
the three battalion organization for infantry. This 
it bas not done, although your committee has no 
question of the wisdom of the attempt.” They say 
further: ‘‘ And yet while the other arms of the 
service have been materially aided toward perfec- 
tion of organization during the last twenty years, 
the infantry branch has been permitted to stand 
still, and to-day is as far behind in tactical organi- 
zation as though it was armed with the flint-lock 
musket, carrying the buck-and-ball cartridge, in- 
stead of the Springfield breechloader with its dead- 
ly missile. It retains the ten-company single-bat- 
talion organization that seems to have been adopted 
in 1821, and which would bring death, defeat, and 
disasterfto our Army in any field engagement upon 








which we would enter, meeting, as we would, the 
changed conditions of tacties and armament of 
armies framed upon modera and improved methods. 
They show that the existing single-battalion double 
rank formation is suicidal, and has been abandoned 
by other civilized nations. The only nations re- 
taining our formation are China and Persia, whose 
armies are laughed at by the civilized world. The 
ablest soldiers of the republic have recommended 
a change in the strongest language, amounting at 
times to a supplication. General Grant desired it. 
Generals Sherman, Sheridan, and Schofield, have 
earnestly urged it. The remainder of the report is 
principally occupied with quotations from various 
authorities in support of these opinions. 








THE United States Senate has by a unanimous 
vote adopted a resolution requesting the President 
to return to the Mexican Government twenty-one 
battle flags captured by our troops in the war of 
1846 and 1847, and now preserved at West Point. 
The act of 1814 provides that ‘* the Secretary of 
War shall from time to time cause to be collected 
and transmitted to him, at the seat of government, 
all such flags, standards and colors as are taken by 
the Army from enemies of the United States.” 
But tae eubsequent disposition of these trophies is 
in the hands of Congress. We presume it will be 
in order now to return to Mexico the territory we 
took from her by the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, 
and send to England a deputation of humble 
minded congressmen to arrange for the restoration 
to that country of the provinces we wrested from 
her. We cannot understand how any soldier can 
wish to have restored to him flags taken from him 
on the battlefield. They are of no value unless 
they are recovered in the way they were lost. Mili- 
tary men do not care to see again the trophies 
taken from them in battle. What do our con- 
gressmen expect Mexico to do with the restored 
flags? Put them on exhibition with an inscription 
giving their history? Is this the way to promote 
good feeling in Mexico toward the United States? 
The popular belief in that country now 1s that they 
were successful in the war of 1846-8. Our wise 
congressmen propose to give them offensive proof 
that they are not altogether correct in this. The flags 
do no harm where they are and will not be seen by 
one Mexican in ten thousand. Why then call the 
attention of Mexico to its hours of humiliation ? 








FAVORABLE reports have been made by both the 
Naval Committees on the bill to terminate the re- 
duction in the numbers of the Engineer Corps of 
the Navy on June 30 of the present year. If the 
necessity for the services of additional engineers 
can be made as plain to the two Houses as it was to 
the Committees, the passage of the measure will be 
assured. 


Tue “Official Army Register for January, 1892,” 
was distributed from the A. G. O. this week, much 
to the satisfaction of the Army in general, and of 
those in particular who have occasion to refer 
almost daily to the Register in matters connected 
with the transaction of official business. The make- 
up is almost identical with that of last year, about 
the only change being that in the present Register 
the data concerning the Infantry and Cavalry 
School and the Artillery School follows immedi- 
ately after the data concerning the Military Acad- 
emy and not towards the end of the volume, as last 
year. 


Wale the outlook for legislation relieving the 
present stagnation in promotion in the line of the 
Navy is anything but favorable there are a number 
of officers who believe that nothing will be lost by 
agitating the subject at the present time for the 
good that it may do another session if nothing more. 
A bill bas accordingly been drawn and will ehortly 
be submitted to the two Naval committees for their 
consideration. The measure was framed by officers 
on duty in the Navy Department, and is intended 
to embody the views of Secretary Tracy as ex- 
pressed in his last annual report. He has read it, 
and seems to favor its provisions, but will not give 
a formal opinion upon it until asked toso do by the 
Naval committees. The general features of the 
bill are as follows: 

Ist. Reorganization on the plan proposed by the 
report of the Phythian Board. 

2d. Promotion by selection to flag rank asin the 
Army. 
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4 Promotions by limited selection to command 
rank. 

4th. All other promotions by seniority as at 
present. 

5th. The constitution of a reserved list for short 
duty only. 

6th. No immediate appointments to fill vacancies 
left at the foot of the active list which will be filled 
gradually from the Naval Academy. 





Reports are coming into the A. G. O. concerning 
the new form of duty roster which it is proposed to 
issue. A roster alike in system for all posts will be 
of much benefit, as heretofore, we believe, the form 
of roster has been left largely to individual opin- 
ion at each post. 


Tae New York Times, in an article on post 
schools, expresses the opinion that “it is worth 
while for the Government both to raise the stand- 
ard of education among those who remain in its 
service and to equip better those who do not re- 
enlist for their careers in civil life."’ 








Tue N. Y. Sun, whose editor was Assistant Seore- 
tary of War under Mr. Stanton, says: “When the 
wer was over Mr. Stanton remarked one day that 
after the civil wars of old times successful generals 
often became dangerous to thecommonwealth. He 
was determined, he added, that there should now be 
such an abundance of them in the United States 
that there should be no public peril connected with 
their existence.” We think the country might 
have been reasonably safe with a few brevets less. 








Tae 159th anniversary of the birthday of George 
Washington, Feb. 22, happened on Monday of this 
week and was recognized after the usual American 
fashion of dining and spesch-making. In Washing- 
ton there was a large parade of volunteer firemen 
reviewed by the President, and meetings of the Sons 
and Daughters of the Revolution were held there 
and in New York City. There was also a notable 
gathering at the Michigan Club, Detroit. Other or- 
ganizations also celebrated the day. The next birth- 
day anniversary which the country should not fail 
to remember is that of Gen. Philip H. Sheridan, 
March 6.

He command- 
ed the Marines of the Quinnebaug, ordered ashore 
at the time of the bombardment of Alexandria, 
Egypt, in 1882, and bis services then received offi- 
cial approval and recognition in commendatory let- 
ters from the Government of Norway-Sweden, and 
Lord Beresford, commander of the British forces on 
shore.

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THREE BATTALIONS FOR INFANTRY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I HAVE been greatly gratified by numerous ex- 
pressions of approval given to the proposition ad- 
vanced in my letter, over the signature “ Twenty- 
four,” published in the JourRNAL of Jan. 9, for the 
disbandment of one regiment of infantry in order 
to secure the three battalion organization for the 
others. While the trend of the proposition was in 
the proper direction, it has been found after care- 
tul computation that it was scarcely comprehensive 
enough. The disbanding of a single ment 
would hardly afford a sufficient gain to enable the 
desired organization for the others within the limit 
of the money thus saved. 

It bas been found futile in the past to ask for re- 
organization of the infantry on the basis of the for- 
mation abe the other arms of the Service, because 
of the increased expense involved. This reason is 
more prominent to-day than ever before. Neither 
is there the least apparent probability that the Con- 
gress would be willing at any time in the future, 
while peace prevails, to increase the expenses of the 
Government in order to give the infautry a new or- 
ganization. The present time, therefore, affords as 
favorable conditions for success as may be expected 
at any time in the future. Weare assured that a 
reorganization of the infantry will meet with but 
little opposition in the present Congress if it is at- 
tempted within present appropriation limits. 

The disbanding of two regiments will do it. 

I bave no doubt there will be much raising of 
hands in holy horror, and many fervent ejacula- 
tions in condemnation from the few infantry offi- 
cers who ~~ reorganization, over the bare men- 
tion of such a proposition. ** Somebody is after pro- 
motion again,” will be the refrain of many a 
wearysome, doleful, anti-reorganization song. We 
will be entertained, doubtless, with the old, old story, 
that the unexpected may happen, and that if two 
regiments go, ten may go, or some other dire event 
overtake us. Rut most tantalizing of all, possibly, will 
be the probable revamping of the ancient, thread- 
bare snarl, that there is “promotion behind the 
scheme.”’ For once, bless you, we can answer the 
snarl in the affirmative. We can say with great 
complacency that there is promotion behind the 
scheme, and, we hope, plenty of it, and that too 
without hurting anybody or inflicting aay injury 
on the Government. Like the Texas member of 
the Republican National Convention at Chicago 
nearly eight years ago, “‘our greatest ambition in 
life is to prosper, and that is what we are here for.”’ 
Is there anything wrong, let me ask, in laboring to 
benefit ourselves, so long as our efforts lie within 
the same lines with those that would help the Army 
and benefit the country? This anticipated cry 
against our efforts will come now as it has in the 

t, with ill grace from those who have prospered. 
t will scarcely come from those whom the fates 
have dealt harshly with. 

The reduction of two regiments will certainly ac- 
complish the purpose in view. The saving of the 
salaries of the field officers, the band, the difference 
between the pay and the clothing allowance of the 
privates and the sergeant-major, quartermaster- 
sergeant, and the company sergeantsand corporals, 
the forage for mounted officers’ horses, etc., for two 
regiments aggregates about $260,000 annually. This 
saving enables the addition of two companiesjto 
each of the remaining 23 regiments, thus increasin 
the number of infantry companies to 276, a gain o 
26 companies, secures the promotion of a number 
of officers, accomplishes the same organization for 
all arms of the Service, and leaves a money balapce 
of about $17,000 annually in favor of the Govern- 


ment. 

This reduction in the number of regiments would 
hurt nobody, except possibly the two lieutenant- 
colonels and the two majors of the disbanded regi- 
ments, whose promotion might be delayed afew 
montbs until the surplus colonels could be provided 
for. By this plan the Government gains in money 
and in number of companies, and secures the or- 
ganization for its infantry suitable for war as well 
for peace, now commonly employed throughout 
the civilized world.

PROMOTION ACCORDING TO ORIGINAL 
ENTRY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THAT is a very pretty bill (House bill No. 328) 
which certain gentlemen have succeeded in rusbin 
through the House. Examining boards have fail 
to make vacancies as fast as was expected, and since 
certain people can’t be got rid of they are to be got 
over, and so it is pro to have promotion here- 
after “according to original entry into the Regular 
Service.” Some officers now on the rolle—and ap- 
parently in the way—are dull enough to imagine 
that they received their commissions in the Regular 
Army under the act of July 28, 1866, for services in 
the volunteers during the War of the Rebellion. 
Among them are men wno held the commissions 
and commands of colonels and brigadiers, and who 
when mustered out received original commissions 
of lieutenants and captains in the Regular Service. 
Now see how this small, innocent and just bill will 
work as regards this class of officers. Take the cases 
of officers who received original commissions, say of 
captains, in the Regular Service, under, and dating 
from, the act of July 28, 1866 (there are some to be 
found in the Register still). These captains are to be 

assed over by captains who may be 15 or 20 years 
unior to them by date of commission. And why? 
for special services in the war? Oh! bless you, no; 
but because they were cadets at the Military Acad- 
omy. throughout the war, aud, graduating in 1865 
and 1866, they were commissioned as 2d lieutenants 
June 28, 1866, and June 14, 1866, thus antedating their 
volunteer brothers and present seniors in “ original 
entry into the Regular Service.”” But war services 
and present seniority are to count for nothing. 
These men— ‘ 
That never set a squadron in the field, 
Nor the division of a battle know— 


must go up and over the veterans of the war. It is 
an audacious and shameless proposal. egimental 
promotion to captain has been the rule accepted <4 
everybody since the foundation of the Army. It 
admitted that great inequalities have resulted in in- 
dividual cases. The Congress has been made to see 
this and existing laws (act Oct. 1, 1890,) corrects this 
for the future. I don’t think Congress can, ought, 
or will go beyond this. Certainly we are justified in 
asking it to pause before passing this bill, which 
makes it possible to promote to a major the 2d lieu- 
tenants of June, 65 and '66, over the heads of cap 
tains of July, 66, or their present seniors.

MILEAGE FOR SEA TRAVEL. 


Tue U. 8. Court of Claims has rendered a favor- 
able decision in the case of Lieut.-Comdr. Charles 
T. Hutchins, who claimed mileage for travel by 
water from New York to San Francisco instead of 
transportation and expenses. The following are 
conclusions of the court: 


Travel abroad, in the ordinary acceptation of that very 
common term means travel in foreign parts. Travel at home 
means travel where the point of departure and the point of 
destination are both in one’s own country. An officer or- 
cered from Norfolk to New York would not be travelling 
abroad beeause the steamer went upon the high seas. An 
officer ordered from Nicaragua Falls to Detroit would not 
be travelling abroad because he took the shortest railroad 
route and his — lay wholly through Canada. An 
officer ordered trom Charleston to Savannah would not be 
travelling abroad because he took the steamer instead of 
the train. But the travel in the present case was complex 
in character. It was travel at home in its design, i. ¢., in its 
object being to pass from one point to another point in 
one’s own country ; it was travel abroad in its nature. é. ¢., 
in its being by a vastly circuitous route on the high seas 
and through a foreign country. If the officer had selected 
this route voluntarily he certainly would not be permitted 
advantage from so doing. But here all dis- 
eretion had been taken from bim by his superior officer 
and duty was to him which left no alternative. 
It therefore seems clear, on the one hand, that the officer 
should not be deprived of his statutory right to mileage for 
traveliing from one point in bis own country to another, 
and on the other hand that his mileage should not extend 
to a kind of travel which in its na'ure was travel abroad. 
If the actual expenses had been greater than mileage by the 
ordinary railroad route, the officer would have had a right 
to present his account for actual expenses, and the order to 
and the Isthmus would have been sufficient

authority for his reimbursement, Conversely, when the 
mileage by the ordinarily travelled route was greater than 
the actual expenses of the other, the officer had the right to 
present his account for mileage, and the order to proceed 
from San Francisco to New York was sufficient authority 
for its paymeat. It is the opinion of the court that the 
claimant is entitled to recover mil 226 miles, at 8 
cents per mile, amounting to $261 less . which has 
been paid to him; and it isthe judgment of the court that 
he recovers $1!

THE report of General Inspector of Small Arms Practice 
C. Foster for the season of 1891 shows a total of 8 sharp- 
shooters and 138 marksmen, as against 35 sharpshooters and 
8&2 marksmen last season. 

The total number of men who fired this season is 954, 

against 774 last season. With the exception of one regi- 
ment, there bas beep a genera! improvement in this branch 
of instruction, the figure of merit of the Ist Brigade being 
19.11, as against 16.76 last year, and of the 2d Brigade 15.90, 
as against 9.73 for last year. Nine men have qualified as 
sharpshooters under the rules prescribed for ** subsequent 
season's course,” Blunt's Firing Regulations for the U.S, 
Arma, * scores that any soldier in any eouatry might be 
proud of. 

The State team, though beaten again in the inter-State 
competition of the Military Rifle Association, made 242 points 
more than last year, and one of its members, Private J. H. 
McGibbons, Co. H, 6th Regt., got third place among forty 
of the best amateur riflemen in the world, and five of the 
team beat the score with which Sergt. Schukey won the 
Hoard medal at Camp Douglas in 1890. 

It is evident, says Col. Foster, that the competitions in- 
stituted this year at the various regimental camps were in- 
teresting and instructive, notwithstanding the fact that 
they were in some instances conducted under the most try- 
ing circumstances. Tbe time to hold these competitions is 
during the tour of camp duty of the regiment, as it is un- 
fair to the men detailed to represent their companies to ask 
them to give up four days from their business, without 
pay, in addition to the tour of camp duty, for the privilege 
of making themse of more value to the Service. 

Capt. T. F. Cuoke, I. 8. A. P., 2d Brigade, reports that the 
4th and 6th Regiments show a “e's improvement 
over .last year in all respects. The lst Regiment, on the 
contrary, bas retrograded. The regimental commander 
bas shown astrong interestin the firing, and has extended 
all the assistance in his power, while the acting regimental 
inspector has been active and vigilant. The difficulty lies 

rtly in not being favorably situated for natura! ranges, 
ut principally in the indifference of some of the company 
commanders. Tbe utter lack of instruction ot the majority 
of the company teams at the regimental competition was
